No, 2-65/NOVOD/96.—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by section 19 of the National Oilseeds and Vegetable 
Oils Development Board Act, 1983 (29 of 1983), the Natio¬ 
nal Oilseeds and Vegetable Oils Development Board, with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government hereby makes 
the following regulations to regulate the method of recruit¬ 
ment and othor service conditions of the certain posts in the 
Board, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement.—(1) These regulations 
may be called the National Oilseeds and Vegetable Oils 
Development Board Service Regulations, 199h. 

2. Definitions.—In these regulations, unless the context 
cation in the official Gazette of India. 

2. Definition ,v.—In these regulations, unless the context 
otherwise requires 

(.a) ‘Act’ means the National Oilseeds and Vegetable 
Oils Development Board Act. 198.1 (29 of 198.1); 

(b) ‘appointing authority' means the authority to which 
powers have been delegated under rule 19 of the 
National Oilseeds and Vcgitnble Oils Development 
Board Rules. 1984. 

(c) Board' means the National Oilseeds and Vegetable 
Oils Development Board established under Section 
4(1) of the National Oilseeds and Vegetable Oils 
Development Board Act, 1983 (29 of 1983 1; 

(d) ‘deputation" means bon owing the services of emp¬ 
loyees of the Central or Stale Government or Pub¬ 
lic Sector Undertaking or Statutory or Autonomous 
Bodies or Cooperative institutions; 

(c) employee' means a person in the whole-time oi 
part-time employment of the Board but does not 
include a person employed on daily wages; 

(f) managing committee means (be managing commi¬ 
ttee of the Board; 

lg) pity means (he pay as defined under the Ennda- 
incntul Rules and Supplementary Rules applicable 
to Central Government servants; 

(h) ‘schedule means a Schedule appended to these regu¬ 
lations; 

(i) ‘service' means the service under the National Oil¬ 
seeds and Vegetable Oils Development Bonid; 

(j) technical post means a post declared as such by (he 
attfhoi ity competent to create the post; 

(k) the- Words and expressions used herein Lsuf not detm 
ed and defined in the Act shall have the same mea¬ 
ning respectively assigned to them in the Act. 


3. Application —These rules shall apply to all the emplo¬ 
yees of the National Oilseeds and Vegetable Oils Develop¬ 
ment Board except the person employed by the Board on 
contract basis or on deputation basis in respect of all matters 
not regulated by the contract or by the terms of deputation 
as the case may be, 

4. Initial constitution.—All (he employees recruited In the 
Board under tho provisions of tho National Oilseeds and Vege¬ 
table Oils Development Board Regulation, 1988 published 
vide No. S.O, 990 (E) dated 27th October, 1988, Government 
of India in the Ministry of Agriculture, and are working in 
the Board on the dale of commencement of these rules shall 
bo deemed to have been appointed to theso posts under the 
corresponding provisions of these rules. 

5. Number and Classification of Boats -The Board or the 
managing committee or such other authority to whom powers 
in this respect may he delegated, shall determine, from time 
to time, the number mid classification of permanent and tem¬ 
porary posts under the (Board. The present number of posts 
and scale of pay attached thereto are specified in column 3 
and 5 of the Schedule-1 appended to these regulations.

7. Burnishing of security.—A person holding ui appointed 
to the post of store keeper or cashier shall furnish such se¬ 
curity in cash or otherwise, as the Executive Director may 
determine. 

8. Probation.—11 ) Every employee of the Boaid. uppoinW 
to n post by direct recruitment or transfer or by promotion, 
shall he on prohnlion in that post for n period specified in the 
Schcdulc-T : 

Provided that the appointing authority may, il it thinks lit. 
in the case ol any employee, extend the period of probation 
for reasons to be recorded in the order directing the exten¬ 
sion. Such extended period shall not he more than the 
period of probation prescribed in the Schedule-I. 

i2) A probation! i shall he liable to be discharged from 
scivice if ; — 

(i) he fails to pcrfoim satisiactotAy the duties assigned 
to. him during the period of probation or during tho 
extended period of probation or undergo to the satis¬ 
faction of the appointing authority any training that 
may ho pi escribed during the period of probation, 
oi- 

ii) the appointing aulhoiih is satisfied that the probu- 
tiouei was ineligible for appointment to the post tor 
cadre in the Boaid to which he is appointed. 

9. Medical ceriilis'nlc.—Eveiv employee appointed Ihiough 
direct recruitment other than a pet son who was under the 
employment of a Central or State Government or Public Sco- 
tui Undertaking or .Statutory or Autonomous Bodies or Co- 
opciative Institutions and has already been medically examined 
oi retired Government servant re-employed under the Board 
within three month., of his relircmcnt shrill hS required io pro¬ 
duce a medical ccrtiiicaie in the foim prescribed by the Exe- 
ciuive Director. For Group ‘A’ and ‘B’ posts such medical 
certificate of fitness shall be from the Medical Officer of the 
rank of Civil Bun-eon or District Medical Officer and for 
Group 'C and 'D' posts, it will be Irom a Assistant Civil Sur¬ 
geon or an equivalent status. 
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10. Notice by an employee.—(1) A temporary employee 
df the Board shall not leave or discontinue service In the 
Board without giving one month’s notice in writing of hl» 
intention to do so. 

,(2) Where the employee fails to give such notice, be shall 
be required to pay to the Board an amount equivalent to 
his one month’s salary. 

(3) The appointing authority may, in its discretion, waive 
such notice in appropriate cases, 

11. Termination of Service of an Employee.—(1) The ser¬ 
vice of a temporary employee may be terminated by giving 
him one mdnth’s notice or salary in lieu thereof. 

(2) The service of a permanent employee may be termi¬ 
nate^ by giving him three month’s notice or salary in lieu 
thereof, if he is declared medically unfit on account of any 
ailment which ho develops, while in service disabling him 
from discharging his normal duties or if the post is abo¬ 
lished. 

(3) The power to terminate the services of an employee 
may be exercised by the appointing authority, 

12. Superannuation.—(1) Every employee of Group ‘D’ 
Shall retire when he attains the age of sixty years, 

(2) Every employee other than Group ‘D’ employee shall 
retire on attaining the age of fifty-eight years : Provided 
that when it is in public interest to retain an employee after 
the age of fifty-eight years, he may be re-employed for a 
period of one year nt a time till he attains the age of sixty 
years. 

(3) No employee shall be re-employed after he complete* 
the age of sixty years except in exceptional circumstances. 

(4) The power to re-employ an employee who has com¬ 
pleted the age of sixty years shall be exercised only by the 
Managing Committee of the Board. 

(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in this regula¬ 
tion. 

(i) The authority competent to make substantive ap¬ 
pointment shall, if it is of the opinion that it_is in 
pubFc interest to do so. hqvo the absolute, tight to 
retire any employee by giving' him notice of not less 
than three months in writing or three months pay 
and allowances in Jicu of such notice; 

— If he is holding Group ‘A’ or Group 'B' post 
after he has attained the age of fifty years or 
completed thirty years service; 

— In any other case if he has attained the age of 
fifty-five years or completed thirty years ser¬ 
vice. 

(li) Any employee may, by giving notice of not less 
than three months in writing to the appointing 
authority, retire from service after he has attained 
the age of fifty years or completed thirty years ser¬ 
vice if he is holding Group f A’ or Group ‘B’ post 
and in all other cases after he has attained the age 
of fifty-five years or completed thirty years ser¬ 
vice. 

13. Dearness and Compensatory Allowance,—(1) Unless 
other wise decided by the Board with the approval of the 
Central Government, an employee shall be entitled to the 
dearness, compensatory (city) and house rent allowances at 
the same rate and subject to the same terms and conditions 
as are applicable to corresponding Central Government em¬ 
ployees.

17. Medical Facilities.—The employees shall be entitled to 
such medical facilities as the Managing Committee of the 
Board may determine from time to time. 

18. Power to relax.—Nothing in these Regulations shall 
effect reservations, relaxation of age limit and mber conces¬ 
sions required to b£ provided to the scheduled cas(e3, sche¬ 
duled tribes, other backward classes, ex-servicemen and other 
special category of persons in accordance with the orders 
issued by the Central Government from time to lime in this 
regard.
